CHAPTER 428. 

AN ACT to amend section 1797-12a of the statutes; relating to- 
examination of freight bills by the railroad commission. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 1797-12a of the statutes is amended to 

read : 1797-12a. Any person, firm or corporation may sub-
mit to the railroad commission by mail or in person, any rail-
road or express company expense bill or receipt showing charges 
paid for transportation of any property by freight or express 
for the purpose of having the same examined with respect to 
the correctness of weights, rates and charges indicated thereon. 
Upon receipt of any such expense bill or receipt the commis- 
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sion shall make such examination as is necessary, and if it shall 
be found that any such weights, rates or charges are incorrect, 
the commission shall order the express or railroad company in 
error to refund to the person, firm or corporation which sub-
mitted such expense bills or receipts, any over or excessive 
charges paid by such person, firm or corporation, provided, how-
ever, that the railroad commission shall not be required to audit 
or examine more than fifteen such expense bills or receipts from 
any one shipper or consignee in any one calendar month. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 429. 

AN ACT to amend section 1421-6, subsections 1 and 2 of sec-
tion 1421-8, and sections 1421-12 and 1421-13 of the stat-
utes, relating to tuberculosis sanatoriums. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 1421-6, subsections 1 and 2 of section 

1421-8, and sections 1421-12 and 1421-13 of the statutes 
are amended to read: Section 1421-6. The state board of 
control may appoint as medical examiner or examiners of said 
institution, any reputable physician or physicians, who shall be 
a citizen or citizens of Wisconsin, and whose duty it shall be to 
examine all persons applying for admission to the sanatorium. 
The fee of the examining physician shall not exceed four dol-
lars in any case, said amount to be paid by the applicant. If 
the applicant is unable to pay such fee, then such fee shall be 
charged against the county in which the patient * * • has 
a legal settlement. 

(Section 1421-8) 1. All persons admitted as patients to 
the sanatorium shall pay to said institution the cost of their 
maintenance. The charges for any patient or patients may, 
however, be paid by any person or persons or society. The de-
termination of such sum shall be made by the superintendent 
and the state board of control. Any person who is unable to 
pay the charges for his or her support may be admitted to said 
sanatorium after it has been determined by the examining phy-
sician and superintendent of the sanatorium that such person 
is suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis, in the incipient or 
slightly advanced stage, provided, however, that before such
